inu's of the I'ctiuiiylvania Railroad not 
only shows a falling oil' for July, as com- 
pared with the previous July, but the 
gross earnings are smaller th*an for the 
preceding month, which had on* lass day 
in it, At the sama Uma thaazpenses, 
though muoh smalUr than in June, are 5 
per oent greater than in July of last 
year. This leaves the net earnings fi^ per 
cent, less than for July, 1»8J, tlioii;;li a 
bare trifle in excess of those for issl, 
w!i' n the net eariiiiii;- wore 5f;!;U,<»00 b-^. 
Tais falling oil li:is wiped out nearly 
the whole of the >,'ain of the year. 
Tlie firo-s e:iiiiiijL;-) -how h K'lin of 
li -s llian h\ per cent., tlioii;,'h llie 
capital stock is i^ll),OU(i,UOO greater, and 
the increased expenses have reduced the 
gain in the net to less thuu 2 percent., or 
a trifle less than two days's gross receipts. 
The total is actually lass than for the first 
seven months of 1881, when the capital 
stock was $20,000,000 less. Nor have the 
Western lines helped out the deficit. They 
show a surplus over liabilities of ^:;(i'.t,(i'.ir», 
v. hich is $45,340 less tl i:in for the .-anie pe- 
riod of last year. This is a lo-s for the 
month of ?l'J'_'fMi-<, and for the first time 
this ye. ir tlie total falls behind the loinl 
for tlie •<ame period of 1.SS2. The ratio of 
operating expenses has not been altered 
by the oiontli's returns, and it is 1.8 per 
rent, greater tlu^n lust vear, and 6.4 per 
cent, greater thin in.l8«l.
